Private* Electric Motor*. 

A well known electrical authority baa 
jioiuted out that it is now as easy and 
cheap to have uu electric elevator iu a 
private house as iu a large office build- 
ing. Stairs are literally a barbarism, to 
which women frequently owe ill health, 
uud to which many delicate persona may 
attribute the deprivation of the full en- 
joyment of their homes. The cost of 
operating uu electric elevator in, say, a 
five story house, making 50 or 60 trij» 
every day, will not exceed #3 or $4 per 
month. The devices for operating these 
elevators have been so improved that an 
invalid or a child cun manage them. 
The old lever arrangement can be dis- 
pensed with, and the elevator ascends or 
descends on the pressure of a button.

No person lias greater power for evil 
or for good than has the nurse in the 
sickroom. Her actual authority is sec- 
ond to that of the physician, but her op- 
portunities for exercising it are almost 
unlimited. If a physician in a country 
town wishes to secure a trained nurse, 
he should telegraph or write to the 
nurses' directory, to some hospital or 
physician whom he knows, iu the near- 
est adjacent city, stating for what sort 
of a case he will require a nurse, what 
he will pay and when he will require 
her. Such u message should secure for 
him almost immediately whatever serv- 
ice he requires. 

The traits of character which make 
the ideal nurse are patience, obedience, 
tact aud good sense and temper. The 
nurse's costume should consist of a cam- 
brio or seersucker gown, with white 
cap, cuffs and apron. Woolen gowns 
should never be i>ermitt(xl in a sickroom. 
Her authority is absolute after the phy- 
sician's. She must obey his instructions 
to the letter, even if they are against 
ln-r judgment. She lias no discretion iu 
the matter. 

But the patient aud the patient's fam- 
ily must obey lu-r. She must never he 
allowed to disobey the physician’s or- 
ders, and the first symptom of any such 
behavior should Is* reported immediate- 
ly to the physician. All his instructions 
with reference to tieatmeut, diet aud 
care* should be followed faithfully. The 
fact that her patient is a man should 
make no difference iu her behavior iu 
the sickroom. He is a patient, not a 
man, and she a nurse, not a woman. 
Whenever a nurse disobeys a physician’s 
orders or behaves iu any manner which 
renders her dismissal advisable, the 
family or the patient should request the 
doctor to discharge her at once und to 
supply lu-r substitute. A word from him 
is sufficient to insure her departure. — 
Ladies’ Home Journal.

DEATH S DOINCS.

—Gen. Green Clay Smith died in 
Washington Saturday afternoon after an 
illness of several weeks caused by a car- 
buncle at the base of his brain. He was 
born at Richmond, this State, in 1S32, 
and was a minister in the Baptist church. 
Gen. Smith, who was a republican, took 
considerable interest in politics and 
served with distinction both in the Leg- 
islature and in Congress. He waa elect- 
ed to the latter from the Covington dis- 
trict in 1S<13 and re-elected in 18t«. At 
the close of hia term he was appointed 
governor of Montana by President John- 
son. While in Congress lie was offered 
the mission to Spain by President Lin- 
coln, but he refused it. Gen. Smith 
served in the Mexican war when a mere 
boy and afterward atndied law. In lStiP 
he entered the ministry of the Baptist 
church. The funeral, which occurred at 
Arlington, yesterday, was in charge o. 
the Masonic order of which he waB a 
member. All of his children survive 
him, Mrs. J. L. Whitehead, of Williams- 
burg, Miss Mamie and Mr. Duke Smith. 
Toe story that Gen. Smith came within 
one vote of being the president of the 
United States was denied by him. Not 
long ago Gen. Smith predicted that Ken- 
tucky would go republican at the next 
election and expressed a desire to return 
here and make the race for governor.

Consumption is one of the most de- 
vitalizing of diseases. Not only does it 
attack the lungs, but the action of tho 
nervous system is soouer or later seri- 
ously interfered with, the digestion im- 
paired, and the simplest form of excite- 
ment renders eveu the circulation of tho 
blotsl dangerous from 1x*ing overact ive. 

We shall come nearest to striking at 
the root of all these troubles if we direct 
our energies toward limiting the fre- 
quency anti severity of the cough, and iu 
this we have not only to follow the ad- 
vice of the physiciau, taking care that 
his directions are exactly carried out, 
but we must give careful attention to 
- nursing. 

| To prevent the llri-t paroxysm of c-ongh- 
I ing, which is usually incited in the 
morning by the exertion of rising, u 
warm cup of tea or an eggnog should be 
( taken before the patient leaves the lied. 

A glass of something warm, like hot 
milk or gruel, should also lie taken be- 
fore retiring, ami plenty of time should 
be allowed in preparing for tho bed. 
The patient should sleep in blankets, 
and a glass of warm drink should bo 
placid witbiu reach in case he should 
wake through the night. 

If the presence of food in the stomach 
causes the reappearance of the cough 
uftt r meals, some suitable preparation 
of pepsin should be used to hasten the 
digestion, and an hour or two’s re.;t 
should Ik> tukt u immediately after the 
meal. — Youth's Companion.

A I>onblt* How of Jttpane*** Buddha* 
Which Cannot Ho Counted. 

Close to this interesting pool is the 
avenue of images, representing the 
Aiuidu Duddliu. The idols vary iu size, 
but are similar in design. There are sev- 
eral hundred of them altogether, and 
they sit facing one another iu two long 
rows. We asked the little Jap who 
brought us to the place how many uf 
them there were. In uu awed whisper 
he replied, “Nobody knows." Then lie 
told ns how imjiossible it was to count 
them. Each image was made unsightly 
by haviug numbers of little bits of paper 
I stuck on to it and chewed bits of paper 
which had been spat at it. The object of 
this disfiguration We failed to discover, 
though our friend Hojo informed us they 
were put on by the youug priests, a part 
of whose novitiate it was to attempt to 
count the Buddhas. 

There is evidently something wrong 
with these idols, for uo one has ever 
been able to reckon them up the same 
twice over, iu spite of sticking a piece 
of paper to tick each one off. Of course* 
two unsujierstitious Englishmen were 
not to be humbugged by native stories, 
so M. (my traveling companion) and I, 
thinking the whole thing ridiculous, de- 
cided to count the mysterious images. 
We started on co-operative lines, each 
taking a side of the avenue. Our efforts, 
however, were fruitless, for we had not 
numbered off more than a dozen each, 
before M. ( whose eyes were not so good 
as they bad once been) shouted across to 
me: ‘‘I say, I saw one of them <>u your 
side moving.
